em Iowa and sold. Part of the loot 
was recovered at the grocery store 
of Thomas P. Davies, a member of 


the school board in Council Bluffs. 
Davies was not arrested, and claims 
to have been an innocent purchaser 
or the goods. 


Inability of Dold company sales- 


men to understand how the Daries 
store could sell Dold products below 
cost Is said to have resulted in un- 
covering the conspiracy. 


The robberies covered a period of 


about six months. 


W. F. Price, sales manager for the 


Dold company confirmed the 
fact 


that the company had been robbed 
by an "inside" conspiracy, but he 
minimized the amount of. loss and 
said that only about 1,000 pounds of 
pork products had actually been 
checked as stolen.

BERLIN, Aug. 29.—The pact of 


.London was ratified today by the 
reichstag. 


After a long and bitter debate the 


government mustered 314 votes—> 
more than the necessary two-thirds 
majority—for the all-important rail- 
ways laws in the Dawes-Young pro- 
gram for reparations payments and 
thereby accepts the whole arrange 
ment 


The bank of issue and rentenmark 


laws had been previously passed and 
formal application of the law repara- 
tions program now awaits only the 
formal signature which will be af- 
fixed by the interested powers 
in 


London, tomorrow. 


When the roll call had proceeded 


to the point where the 300 mark was 
passed—showing a majority two 
thirds vote for the pact had been re- 
corded, pando broke out in the 
great chamber and announcement of 
the vote—314 to 127—was scarcelj 
eudible above the din.

TAXES FORCE PEER TO SELL ESTATE 


Lured to America by Promise of 


International Polo Matches— 


To Washington and the 


White House. 


KBW YORK, Aug. 29.—Officially 


and unofficially welcomed In mes- 
sages from air, land and sea, the 
prince of Wales reached America 
today. 


The sun flecked 'waters of New 


York harbor reflected a perfect Au- 
gust eky as the giant Cunard liner 
Berengarla brought the personable 
young heir to the, British crown to 
quarantine. 


The first official word of welcome 


*ras a -wireless message from Presi- 
dent Coolidge, transmitted from an 
airplane -which Beared high above 
the liner as she nosed her way in. 


A public -welcome such as would 


have been his had he come to the 
city -was Impossible, because the 
prince, after acknowledging the offi- 
cial greetings, had arranged 
to 


assume an unofficial holiday role and 
go -without ceremony to Long Island 
in a private launch. Only in the 
eager and incessant comment that 
ran from mouth to mouth—in the 
numerous pilgrimages t6 Long Island 
for a glimpse of "Wales passage along 
the motor choked highways from 
Oyster Bay—was the public able to 
express its excitement and pleasure 
that the most interesting personality 
of the old world, from the standpoint 
of the new, had arrived.

tine at 2:25 p.'m. Sir Esme Howard,

FINDS AN OU STONE AX 


Louisville Man Presents Ancient 


Indian Implement Found in 


Sand Pits to State. 


A remarkable 
polished stone ax 


was found by W. S. Ball of Louisville 
in a sand pit near that city a fe-w 
weeks ago and has been placed by 
him in the Historical society mu- 
seum. 
This 
implement is eight 


inches long and three inches wide. 
It has a groove nearly an inch deep 
where it was hafted. This ax weighs 
three and three-fourths pounds and 
is one of the largest and finest speci- 
mens ever found in the state. It is 
made of diorite and shows great skill 
in picking. 


The state in which the stone -was 


found is pumped from 
an 80 foot 


depth but this sand pit draws from 
quite an area, and the ax may have 
originally rested very near the sur- 
face. 
Another ax nearly as large, 


found in the same way, is also pro- 
mised to the Historical society. 


E. S. Blackman, curator of 
the 


museum, visited the old Otoe Indian 
site near Cedar Creek, August 27, ac- 
companied by Mr. McDermit, assist- 
ant executive 
Lincoln boy scouts. 


The old village site has been nearly 
destroyed by cultivation 
of

ground, but there are yet some evi- 
dence of it. Here the large part of

Held Chair of Latin and Greek in 


the University of Nebraska— 


Had Been 111 for Sev- 


eral Months. 


Prof. Frederick \Varri-u Sauford, 


fifty-four, chairman of 
the 


ment of Latin and Greek at the Uni- 
versity 
of 
Nebraska, died at his 


home at 2017 Washington street, at \ 
6:30 
p. m. Thursday. He had been 


In ill health for several months. 


Professor Sanford came to th,e 


University of Nebraska in 1906 as 
an assistant to Prof. Grove E. Bar- 
ber of the 
Latin 
department. In 


1917, he was advanced to an asso- 
ciate professorship, and in the spring 
of 1924 was made chairman of the 
department of Latin and Greek. He 
was born in Illinois and graduated 
from the university at Jacksonville, 
that state. He spent a year in the 
American academy at Rome, Italy, 
and a year in graduate work at the 
University of Chicago before coming 
to Lincoln. 
His marriage to Miss 


Alice Denby took place in Chicago 
during the first year of his connec- 
tion with the Nebraska university. 
The couple had two children, Fred- 
erick, now ready to enter the uni- 
versity, and Alice, aged 'ten. 


Professor "Sanford has had a heart 


affection 
for 
a number of years 


which has resulted in several serious 
illnesses. 
Besides 
being a 
fine 


scholar he was regarded highly by 
his associates for his harmonious 
temperament and high ideals. His 
unfailing courtesy and consideration 
for others is said to have eliminated 
much friction that might otherwise 
have arisen because of conflicting 
interest of various departments of 
university work. His influence was 
•always for peace and harmony. A 
Latin text book published by Pro- 
fessor Sanford, and the outgrowth 
of his own experience in teaching, 
has had wide use. 


During the summer months, 1924, 


Professor Sanford and 
his family 


have occupied the residence of Prof, 
and Mrs. R. G. Clapp, 2017 Washing- 
ton street. For many years they 
have spent their summer vacations 
in . the mountains. 
Until growing 


heart weakness made it undesirable 
to go there Professor Sanford was 
devoted to the Estes Park region. 
He was a fine mountaineer and 
woodsman and visited many of the 
places famous to out of doors people. 
He had friends among all classes of 
people, but he was best known and 
appreciated .in small groups where 
his character and scholarship re- 
ceived due recognition.

He arrived in London July 16 and 


attended the American bar meeting,

Mr. Fradenburg went on to i 


the continent An elaborate program 
of entertainment had been, prepared 
for members of the American bar in 
London. Four Inns of Court, corres- 
ponding to American college frater- 
nities, give banquets every evening. 
There were also receptions by Itords 
and dukes and others of the nobility. 


The king of England gave a gar- 


den party one afternoon, Judge Mor- 
rissey explained, tow hich all Ameri- 
can visitors and members of the bar 
were invited. Official Eengland, with 
its social leaders were there. Seven 
thousand people are said to have at- 
tended. The garden is a lawn or 
park at Buckingham 
palace, the 


king's 
official 
residence. 
It is en- 


closed by high stone walls and mili- 
tary guards were at the entrances. 
The palace as well as grounds, with 
all its pictures, was open to the in- 
spection of visitors. 


Ex-Senator E. J. Burket and wife 


and daughter Lenore, were passen- 
gers on the same boat going over. 
Senator Burket delivered an address 
and Miss Burket sang at a concert 
given by passengers and was praised 
as the best vocalist In the entertain- 
ment. 


Judge Morrissey went from Glas-

braska. A. canopy trimmed in gold 
which Is used for such occasions and 
which has been used by the king and 
queen In India', had been erected i» 
the garden. The royal couple stood 
under this canopy. A strip of carpet 
in front contained a line In front of 
which those to be presented were 
escorted by the lord chamberlain and 
his aides. The others remain back, 
of the line on the carpet. The visi- 
tors chosen were first presented by 
name to the king, each taking the 
hand of the king and then being pre- 
sented in the same manner to the 
queen and passing on. 


Judge Morrissey joined a party, 


which included Roscoe Pound, to 
attend an entertainment at Dublin 
given by Governor General Healey 
and a banquet given by the Inns of 
Court. 
At Gray's Inn in London 


Judge Morrissey responded to an in- 
vitation to speak. He was enter- 
tained at breakfast at the home of 
the earl of Birkenhead who during 
the war as Sir Frederick E. Smith 
spoke in St. Paul's church in Lin- 
coln. He was then attorney general 
of England. 
Since then he became 


lord high chancellor and still a 
member of the house of lords and 
presides over that branch of the 
house which sits as a court of last 
resort. 
"The English are fine hosts." said 


Madge Morrissey. "They have a way 


of looking after guests that makes 
guests feel at home and very much 
at their ease instead of a feeling that 
they are a burden to their hosts. 
What I saw of England reminded me 
very much of the agricultural re- 
gions 
in New 
York 
state. 
The 


farms in England appear 
much 


larger than-1 expected. 
The stone 


fences, constructed in a permanene 
manner with stone and mortar, are 
not unlike less subitantlal stone 
fences found in New York. Owing 
to the climate the foliage in England 
Js denser and greener than in our 
drier states. 1 found little difference 
between American accent and the 
English accent in educated circlse

airplanes 


piloted by American and British 
aviators and that the machines will 
leave Shanghai for the front during 
the day. 


Meantime, General Lu, rival war 


lord, was doing his utmost to recruit 
other British and American pilots 
and it was generally believed air- 
planes may prove a decisive factor 
in the fighting believed to be immin- 
ent 


A fourth American warship 
ar- 


rived in the harbor today to protect 
American interests. 


There had been no actual fighting 


between the rival armies up to this 
morning ,but travelers arriving from 
Quinsan, where the troops are sep- 
arated only by a. narrow line along 
the railway, said that 
hostilities 


could not be long postponed. 
The 


actual battle line, it was indicated, 
will 
be 
within thirty 
miles of 


Shanghai and both leaders will make 
every effort to gain control of ihe 
city. 


It is not believed the foreign sec- 


tion Is in danger, however, as a num- 
ber of British, American and Pap- 
anese warships are in the harbor. 


One thousand Russians, most of 


them world war veterans, have been 
enlisted in the Shanghai-Che-Kiang 
army. 


The foreign and Chinese chambers 


of commerce both have brought all 
pressure to bear to restore peace 
and today sent envoys to the rival 
war lords urging them again to at- 
tempt to reach an agreement. 


American steamers 
have 
been 


warned by Chinese forts that the1 
outbreak of hostilities is imminent. 
Martial law was proclaimed yester- 
day and a censorship 
established. 


Additional 
American and British 


warships have been summoned from 
Chefoo as it is considered almost 
certain there will be fighting in the 
city. 
There are more than sixty 


thousand troops in the Quinsan dis- 
trict, thirty miles out of Shanghai. 


The foreign and Chinese chambers 


of commerce met together for the 
first time in history yesterday to 
plan protection of the city and de- 
mise a scheme for creation c: a 
neutral zone. Thousands of Chinese 
already are fleeing into the country. 


Fleets of the rival leaders both 


are steaming toward Shanghai, one 
from Foo Chow and one from Fan- 
king. It is believed there may be 
a naval engagement during the day.

in Event of Death 


Penalty. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 29.— If Chief Jus- 


tice J. R. Caverly Imposes the death 
sentence on Nathan Leopold and 
Richard 
Loeb for their murder of 


Bobby Franks, the defense will start j 
a new fight to save the youths from 
death, it was revealed today. Pre- 
liminary plans are being laid now. 


The state's Attorney's office also is 


completing plans to ward off the de- 
fense in the event of a death sen- 
tence. 


There are three methods by -which 


the defense can stage a fight to 
snatch the youths from the gallows, 
Samuel Ettelson, for seven years cor- 
poration counsel for Jacob Franks, 
father of the little victim, explained 
to the United Press. 
1 — The defense can ask for a jury 


to pass on the sanity of the youths 
on the grounds that they have b<*- 
come insane during or since the trial 
and sentence. 
\ 


2 — Appeal to the state supreme 


court to set aside the sentence of the 
lower court on the grounds of error. 


3 — Appeal to the governor for com- 


mutation of sentence. » 


There is a precedent in Chicago on 


the first plan, Ettelson 
explained. 


This Is the Eugene Geary case. Geary 
was convicted of murdering a man 
hare In 1920 and was sentenced to 
•Hath. After a long but vain battle 
to have the sentence set aside by the 
supreme court, the defense forced 
the courts to impanel a jury to pass 
on the sanity of Geary. It was held 
Geary became insane between 
the 


time he was brought to trial and the 
date of sentence. The jury returned 
a verdict of insanity and Geary now 
Is In the state asylum for the crim- 
inal insane. 


> While Clarence Darrow, chief de- 
fense attorney, refused to comment 


1 simply stating he would do his ut- 
most to save the boys from death if 
they are sentenced to the 
gallows, 


Ettelson said he felt this would bo 
the second step of the defense. He 
believes the defenses first move 
would be to go before the supreme 
court and claim error. If both steps 
are unproductive, an appeal to Gov- 
ernor Small will follow, Ettelson be- 
iie'ved. 


"We have no power of appeal from 


any sentence the court may impose," 
he said. "But if he sentences them 
to death and the defense tries to 
beat the decision we shall fight to 
the last." 


"There can he .no appeal from the 


facts in the case," Marshall stated. 
"Their only chance of an appeal to 
the supreme court is on a technical- 
ity. 
They may cite errors in pre- 


senting the evidence. 
Their only 


purpose in making an appeal would 
be 
to. delay execution, -for 
the. 


supreme court -would have to uphold 
the sentence.

STATE FAIR GROUND 
IS ALL DRESSED UP 


Bo»ds Newly Surfaced, New Walks 


Laid, Sprinklers on the Job, 


Additional Drinking Foun- 


tians Placed. 


The Nebraska state fair grounds 


were ready to receive its visitors a 
week ago, according to Superinten- 
dent 
of Grounds 
and 
Buildings 


Morris 
Reichenbach. 
The 
fair 


grounds are in better shape this year 
than ever before, due to the past 
yearly efforts of the state fair offi- 
cials to provide for the comfort and 
convenience of the thousands of Us- 
itors. 


A dozen carloads 
of gravel and 


crushed rock and hundreds of wafcon 
loads of cinders have been spread 
over more than a dozen blocks of 
roadway at the fair grounds. These 
new surfaced roads in addition to 
the previously graveled streets will 
insure against muddy roads and ex- 
cessive dust. 


Two new sprinklers will be kept 


in constant operation during every 
day 
of the 
fair. 
One 
of these 


sprinklers 
was built specially for 


sprinkling the race track. Instead of 
forcing the water 
against the dirt 


and washing some of it away, the 
water is forced upward and allowed 
to fall on the track like rain. When 
this sprinkler is not in use on the 
track, it will be used to keep down 
the dust on the 
streets thru the 


grounds. 


Two hundred and twenty-five trees 


put out last fall are now growing 
and adding considerably to the at- 
tractiveness of the grounds. While 
there is 
plentiful 
shade 
on the 


grounds, these new trees will, in a 
few years, provide an abundance of 
cool shade. 


All electric light and telephone 


wires were placed on the same lines 
of poles this year, thus materially 
reducing the number of poles on the 
grounds. 


Several blocks of new cement side- 


walks have been laid. The extensive 
sidewalks and graveled streets make 
it unnecessary* for visitors to walk 
thru dusty paths in. order to see the 
fair. 


Heavy rains no longer hold any 


fear for the state fair management 
since the installation of an adequate 
drainage system. This storm sewer 
system is designed to carry away in 
a minimum amount of time the heav- 
iest Lincoln rain recorded. 


Convenient auto parking space on 


the grounds for over 7,000 cars has 
been provided. 
A systematic and 


orderly auto parking space is main- 
tained, which makes it easy for visi- 


tors to park and remove (hetr cars. 


Several newly constructed 
drink- 


ing fountains, 
painted 
white, are 


found at convenient points about the 
grounds. 


The Nebraska state fair half mil* 


dirt track is one of the bent in the 
•country for both auto and horse rac- 
ing. 
This is partly due to the fact 


that it Is maintained the jear around 
and graded to tho proper angles. 
The new sprinkler is expected to put 
the track In the best possible condi- 
tion.

The foreign relations side of the 


campaign is given prominence by 
each of the candidates chiefly from 
the attitude of what influence their 
policies will have on the economic 
condition of this country.

There are no blaring slogans like 


, "He kept us out of war" (the Wilson 
banner of 1916) or "Down with the 


I League of Nations" (the successful 
I republican intention of 1920.) 


But a definite impression of the 


variances between President Cool- 
idge, John W. Davis and Robert M. 
LaFolletfe may be gathered from the 
following compilation of their ex- 
pressed views on important foreign 
Issues. 


League of Nations. 


Coolidge—"I shall avoid involving 


ourselves in the political contro- 
versies of Europe, but I shall do 
what I can to encourage American 
citizens and recourses to assist in re- 
storing Europe with the sympathetic 
support of our government."

when it is employed in the administration of 
our criminal law. The fact doubtless is that 
God saves those who save themselves.

have long been fighting for the principle of 
democracy. 
Woodrow Wilson said that we 


went into the world war to save- democracy. 
Immediately 
after 
the war was over Italy 


adopted pure democracy, and in a short time 
had a parliament made up of a dozen differ- 
ent parties, as many as the most ardent pro- 
portional representative man could wish for. 
in a year or two everybody was leaning on 
the government, industry was paralyzed be- 
cause, carrying democracy to a logical end, 
workers had taken over the factories. 
The 


common people to whom democracy has al- 
ways been supposed to be a boon rebelled 
and a dictatorship now exists. Is that the 
inevitable end if democracy is tried in undi- 
luted form. 


One reform "that the younger generation has 


accomplished is deserving of high commenda- 
tion. That is to abolish the old notion that 
if one acquires a new suit or dress or some 
other article that contributes to the further 
adornment of the person it should be reserved 
for Sunday use or at least that its first ap- 
pearance in public attached to the said per- 
son should be withheld until the Sabbath. 
The idea back of the changed custom is ap- 
pealing. If we are so conservative as to be- 
lieve in waiting till Sunday before wearing 
anything new we are likely to be among those 
whose circulation on Sunday is exceedingly 
limited. As the chief object in wearing some- 
thing new is to gladden the "eyes of others 
real unselfishness urges that we should do it 
at a time and when and where most joy can 
be thus let loose. .
